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Septic system still 
center of contention

WILMINGTON - After nearly 
tbree and a half years of petitioning 
‘ahd legal jousting, Selectman Michael 
McCoy, owner of Michael's Place, 
has finally come to the end of his fight 
for a liquor license. Or has he? 


On November 24, the Board of 
Selectmen is scheduled to meet with 
Town Counsel Alan Altman and mem- 
bers of the Board of Health to discuss 
the proviso under which McCoy’s li- 
cense was granted. 

According to town officials, McCoy

for improper food temperature storage, 
cockroaches. and poor employee hy- 
giene. They are currently working with 
the Board of Health to correct the vio- 
lations. 

The staff of the restaurant recently 
completed a four hour food handling 
class given by the Safe Food Manage- 
ment Association (SFMA). The Safe 
Food Management Association is a pri- 
vate company that provides instruction 
and feedback for restaurant owners on 
proper food handling. 

“Along with the four hour course, 
the staff of the Rick Shaw Express will 
be monitored by the SFMA one day a 
week from opening to closing for the 
next month,” said Shelly Williams, 
Health Inspector for the Town of 
Wilmington. 

The SPMA generates-teports-back 
to the Board of Health. The reports 
detail the training and observations 
during the monitoring periods. The Rick 
Shaw management has also hired a 
pest control company todeal with the 
cockroaches. “The people at the Rick 
Shaw have given full cooperation t 
the board,” said Williams. 

The Elia’s Country Store is cur- 
rently closed while repairs are being 
done. In the meantime, if they open, 
they are allowed to sell only non- 
food items. “The owners of Elia’s 
Country Store were given a list of 
options that need to be fulfilled be- 
fore they can sell any food products,” 
said James Mahoney, Board of Health 
Member. 

After an establishment is cited for 
violations, it must follow the Board 
of Health's recommendations before 
it is allowed to reopen. All expenses 
are the responsibilities of the busi- 
ness owner when outside help ts nec- 
essary 

The board also discussed issues 
concerning canteen trucks after 
Matty’s Canteen truck was cited for 
violating section 10.2 Board of Health 
Code of Regulations. The regulatation 
deals with unpackaged foods. 

The Board of Health meets twice 
a month and invites the public to 
attend the meetings to ask questions 
or voice concems. 


was granted license to serve beer and 
wine at his Lowell St. establishment 
on September 23, on the condition that 
he upgrade his septic system to meet 
town standards. As of yet, noimprove- 
ments have been to the system. 

“(Michael's Place] promised the 
town that they would put in the new 
system. What happened? 1 find that 
very interesting,” said Selectman 
James Rooney in a telephone inter- 
view. “It was the bone of contention 
prior to the licensing. Why is it not 
now?” 

Originally, McCoy requested the 
license in 1994, and after being de- 
nied, approached the selectmen once 
again, the following year. After the 
board’s second denial, McCoy sought 
relief from the state’s Alcoholic Bev- 
erages Control Commission (ABCC) 
claiming that former Chairperson 
Diane Allan was biased in her deci- 
sion to tum down the license applica- 
tion. Asaresult, the ABCC suggested 
that McCoy's request be heard again, 
this time with Allan abstaining from 
the vote. 


When asked why Allan blocked the 
approval of the liquor license, McCoy 
responded, “I was the swing vote for 
Mike Caira.” referring to the town 
manager's reappointment by the se- 
lectmen several years ago, when Allan 
voted against Caira. 

“Ifyoutook a poll, the people would 
say that the reason I didn’t get the 
license then was because it was purely 
political.” added McCoy 

On May 14, 1996, McCoy's case 
was reheard by the board and approved, 
providing the system would be up- 
graded and final approval given by the 
Board of Health. 

Since, McCoy has hired attorney 
Daniel O’Connell of Boston, who has 
defended McCoy's nonaction by stat- 
ing that a variance issued to Michael's 
Place in 1985, allowing the restaurant 
to up its seating from 56 to 100, is 
unconditional. Furthermore, 
O'Connell and McCoy have asserted 
that the present system is adequate for 
the 100-seat restaurant and has re- 
cently passed a Title 5 inspection. 

“I'm utilizing my variance. I've 
been here 13 years and the system is 
working. I was more than happy to put 
in a septic system in 1995. If [Allan] 
didn’t put me through hoops, I 
would’ vé put it in,” said McCoy. “Le- 
gally, I meet thé criteria. I'm entitled 
to a license because I meet the rules 
and regulations.” 

In September, McCoy attended his 
final hearing in front of the Board of 
Health and Town Counsel accompa- 
nied by O'Connell. O'Connell in- 
formed the members that the existing 
system metall criteria according to the

Residents still concerned 


Revised site plan 
submitted by Howland

WILMINGTON - The Howland 
Development plan continues to raise 
concerns of residents and 
Wilmington Planning Board 
members. 

The revised site plan of the 
property purchased by Howland 
from Textron at 201 Lowell Street 
was introduced by applicant Bill 
Yetman at the Wilmington Planning 
Board meeting Tuesday, Nov. 4. 

At the Planning Board meeting 
October 7, Yetman introduced a 
plan that included entrances from 
Woburn Street and Lowell Strect. 
However, all cars would have been 
required to exit the parking areas 
through the Woburn Street 
entrance. 

In response to many of the 
residents and board members 
concerns about Woburn Street being 
the primary access to the building, 
Yetman said the redrafted plan 
designs include a new exit onto 
Lowell Street. 

However the exit onto Woburn 
Street remained a contoversy. 

Chairman James DiOrio said that 
he was happy to see an entrance 
onto Lowell Street, but the Woburn 
Street exit could cause problems. 
“There can be a great deal of traffic 
on Woburn Street during rush hour. 
Leaving [the parking lot onto] 
Woburn Street and taking a left 
would make for more traffic 
concerns. I propose to place a no 
left turn sign there,” said DiOrio. 

Several residents also voiced 
concerns about the possibility of 
traffic increase on Wobum Street. 
A Woburn Street resident said ‘that 
the industry growth on Woburn 
Street provjdes another traffic 
problem. “We can't go in the 
Opposite direction because of the 
traffic from the industry workers 
and the other end [of the street] is 
bad at the intersection,” said the 
resident. 


Another Woburn Street resident 
conveyed her concerns. "There is a 
new nursing home and ambulances 
are going there frequently. I don't 
want to see the ambulances stopped 

a at the intersection,” said 
ent. 

Planning Director Lynn Duncan 
said that a traffic engineer has not 


reviewed the plan to determine 
whether or not there will be a 
significant increase of traffic on 
Woburn Street. "I would just 
suggest that a traffic engineer study 
be done to determine whether the 
Woburn Street exit would be a 
cause for more problems,” said 
Duncan. sd 
In response to’ Duncan's 
suggestion, man claimed. that 
tenants are waiting to move into the 


property and time is very 


important. “We were asked to put a 
driveway in and we did that. I don't 
think it is fair to have these 
requests,” said Yetman. 

Recognizing the importance of a 
traffic study being done before the 
next meeting, the Planning Board 
chose to take action on the issuc. 

The committee members agreed to 
the suggestion of having a 
discontinuation of the Woburn 
Street exit, except for construction 
vehicles,permanently or until a 
traffic engineer study is completed. 

Yetman agreed to having a traffic 
engineer look a the exit and the 
traffic study will be given to the 
committee

Abuttor Frank Matarese said that 
he lives directly behind the 
property and the drainage run-off

“I talked to the superintendent of 
the development and I expressed my 
concerns in May and we had a 
mecting to discuss this.

will research the request and 
anyone living or working within a 
mile radius of the person requesting 
the information will get a complete 
report,including a photo (if 
available). Information regarding 
sex offenders living or working 
near a school is also available. Nally 
said, “I will not give out 
information over the phone, those 
wanting the information must come 
down to the station.” 

The State of Massachusetts was the 
last to set up a Sex Offender 
Registry. By August of 1996, the 
state legislature addressed the issue 
and the emergency legislation 
became law on October 1, 1996. 

Now, a year later, the registry has 
grown to 25. 

Sex offenders who have 
committed sex crimes from minor 
incidents to felonies are required by 
law to register where they live or 
work.In turn, the public has the 
right to walk into the police station 
and request the information. The 
public now has access to the 
Criminal History Information

And this past Thursday 
night, Cardello and the program 
celebrated its 50th show together 
when former Boston Celtic great Jo 
Jo White appeared. So to say that

_ds Certainly an understatement. 

Ruth Kennedy, Executive Direc- 
tor of WCTV, said The Sports 
Forum is popular for many reasons. 

“It's a fun show. You never know 
what to expect,” Kennedy said. “A 
fot of people enjoy sports and Paul 
adds an every man angle to it. 
Everyone can find something in it. 
Also it's fun having big name guests 
on the show." 

Cardello, a truck driver day-by- 
day, started his sports announcing 
career when he did Wilmington 
Recreational Basketball League 
games from the North Intermediate 
School. From there, his show 
developed into interviewing local 
coaches and players throughout the 
town whether in be in youth sports 
or high school sports on Saturday 

‘ mornings. Then Cardello went to 
another level with his show. Last 
October, Cardello got one of his 
first “big names” on the show, as 
Channel 4 sports anchor Bob Lobel 
agreed to come on the show. 

“We had the most phone calls ever 
for that show,” Cardello recalled. 
“We blew up the phone lines that 
night. Bob [Lobel] usually doesn't 
do these types of shows. People 
were talking about that show two 
months later.” 

When Lobel came on the.show, 
the format was changed to a live call 
in show, instead of it being taped. 
And throughout that half-hour

The Boston Globe. 

“The write up in the Globe was 
very important,” said The Sports 
Forum's Assistant Producer and 
Public Relations Director, Rick 
Aronofski. “That gave us credi- 
bility with guests. It opened the 
doors to get other names on the 
shows. We're a small market and 
we were able to pick up Lowell and 
Winchester after that.” 

Cardello agreed how’ important 
the Globe article was to the show's 
‘SUCCESS. 

“Afier Howard Manly printed the 
article about the show, we went to 
another level,” said Cardello, who 
is 50 years-old. “Now we get 
answers [from potential guests] 
back in 48 hours. Before it took ten 
days to weeks to get a phone call 
returned.” 

Besides Bob Lobel, other guests 
have been Mike Dowling, a sports 
reporter for Channel 5, Gene 
Laverchy, the sports anchor for 
Channel 7, and Mike Adams, sports 
anchor for New England Cable 
News. 

“My favorite guest has been Bob 
Lobel because he was so interactive 
with the audience,” said Cardello, 
an Everett High School graduate of 
1956. “He's a regular guy and has 
good insight. He knows a lot about 
ownerships of local teams and that's 
something you don’t hear about.” 

This past Thursday night, Car- 
dello and the rest of his hard 
working staff that includes many 
high school students and volunteers 
including: Chris Cassidy, executive 
producer, Don Leard, cameraman; 
and Ron Buccheri, microphone and 
lighting technician celebrated their 
50th show together when former 
Celtic great Jo Jo White traveled to 
WCTYV to make an appearance. 

To commemorate the occasion, 
State Representative Jim Miceli 
presented (wo citations. One was to 
White for his accomplishments with 
the Celtics and for his role in 
helping Boston children in his 
Northeastern “Youth League. The 
other citation went to Cardello for 
his ram. 

“[Cardello} does a heck of a great

To make the show even better, 
Cardello said he is looking to get a 
limousine service for the show to 
pick up guests. 

“It's a stature thing,” said Car- 
dello. “There's no doubt in my 
mind, we could get even more 
guests if we get a limousine service 
to go door-to-door.” 

Future projects for The Sports 
Forum include a trip to ESPN 
studios in Connecticut to interview 
anchors. Cardello wants to show 
what a day is like at ESPN on 
WCTYV before 1997 is over. 

“Now we have the altitude the 
sky’s the limit,” said Cardello. 
“We're going after everybody.” 

Cardello hopes now that his show 
has taken off that he can get such 
names like Bobby Orr, Rick Pitino, 
Cam Neely and John Havilechek to 
appear in the near future.

“The torrential downpours 
s@puldn't dampen anyone's spirits — 
fot to anyone who attended the 
venth annual Wilmington High 
hoo! Hall of Fame ceremonies on 
Saturday night. Added to the WHS 
Hall of Fame were cight inductees, 
including a pair of cousins, at a 
ching ceremony at the Wil- 
ai Knights of Columbus. 
“Robert Palmer was the first 
inductee, as a benefactor. Palmer, a 
of WHS in 1953, was the 
Son ot the 1952 football team 
and also lettered in basketball and 
track.

New Social Security act 
would save seniors dollars 


A group of senior citizens is 
doing what it can to make sure 
Social Security money is spent 
efficiently. 

Money earmarked for social 
security-about $65 billion last 
year-may be used to pay for gov- 
ernment programs unrelated to 
senior retirement, and the abu- 
sive practice could shorten the 
life of the Social Security Trust 
Fund from 2029 to 2017. The 
abuse “masks the true size of 
the Federal deficit,” according 
to Michael J. Zabko, executive 
director of the 700,000-member 
TREA Senior Citizens League. 

The proposed Social. Security 
Preservation Act (H.R. 857), 
introduced by Rep. Mark 
Neumann (R-WI), would end the 
practice and protect retiree’s 
rights, Zabko says. Under the
